an illustrious family of Venice, where 
he was born about tho year 1463. Ow- 
ing to some political misfortune In the 
family ho was debarred from nil right 
to share any public honor, or in any 
employment of the republic. He mar- 
ried cue Veronica, of the family of 
Spllcmberes, at Undine, a city of Fimli, 
by whom "he had a daughter, Clara. 
This daughter married a gentleman of 
fortune, having large possessions in the 
island of Cyprus, by whom she had 


I eleven children, of which Cornaro 
' speaks with much pleasure and delight. 
1 Chagrined at being excluded from any 
1 participation in public affairs, he re- 
' tired to Padua, where ho had consider- 


able estate, and resided there the re- 
mainder of bis life. 
. 
He tells us, in a little book which he 


wrote when nearly a hundred years 
old, 
that ho was formerly of a hot, 


choleric disposition, and that his con- 
stitution, naturally delicate, became 
after a while in such n deploraolo condi- 
tion from hia excesses that, before at- 
tainlne tho age of forty, hia physicians 
announced to him that unless he com- 
pletely revolutionized his mode of life 
fiis days would soon como to an end

He had sense enougn to 


Seed tho simple prescription; or, as he 
expressed it: "I thought it a disgrace 
not to have courage enough to be wise. 
He began at once to lead a sober life, 
and by doo-rees accustomed hirnsolt so 


1 much to tSe habit ol beino; temperate 


in all things that at the end of a year he 
found himself much recovered mnealtu 
nnd iree from the pains of indigestion, 


i fever, gout and other ills which had 


afflicted him. Elated with his success, 
he became enamored with the enjoy- 
ments of health, and thereafter followed 
with care and assiduity the habits of an 
abstemious ns well ns a "sober, right- 
eous and godly life." 


The rules which he practiced and 


ottered for the guidance of others were: 
First, Ju taking oaro of the quality, so 
as to eat and drink nothing which 
would offend the stomach; secondly, m 
the quantity, so that uo more should 
be eaten than could be easily digested. 
It was also Cornaro's theory and prac- 
tice that, as we advance in years and 
our powers naturally weaken, wo 
•uould not tax or overburden them by 
efforts to create strength which the 
constitution was not capable of produo- 
ine 
He therefore limited himself 


gradually to that quantity of food 
which ho deemed proper to sustain 
life, so that at the last the ye k of an 
eec often sufficed lor a single meal. 
Health under this regime became a 
pleasant hobby with him, nnd certainly 
served to make his life happy, useful 
nnd long. This extreme ibstemious- 
ness, though successful in his, might 
not bo so in every case, therefore he 
advised each to study his own consti- 
tution and udjust himself accordingly; 
but that temperance in all things is the 
one tiling "requisite. 
When nearly 


eiehtv he yielded to the arguments of 
hia friends, that his constitution re- 
niiived more nourishment tliau ha 
nllowod himself, and was induced to 
trv the experiment. It had liked to 
have proved fatal. 
Notwithstanding 


the Increase was very small, in twelve 
davj, from n state of perfect health, lie 
wn's attacked with colic, sleeplessness, 
nnd finally thrown Into a fever from 
which he iiardly recovered. 


Not only in" his diet w as Cornai'u 


particular, but ho used other moans 
conducive to health. He avoided as 
fnr as possible exposure to tlie weather, 
abstained from all violent exorcises 
and late hours. One other important 
habit wbifih ho adopted was, he says, 
"not to abandon myself to melancholy 
bv banishing out of my mind whatever 
might occasion it." He also oilers the 
true argument that a temperate life 
fortilles 
the constitution to with- 


stand 
tho 
exposures 
to 
the 
ills 


and accidents of life, and cites the 
occasion, when he wns seventy years 
of age, of being overturned in his car- 
riage and draggeil a considerable dis- 
tance. 
Ho relates that "They took me 


out of the coach with my leg broken, 
n leg and nrm out of joint, and. In a 
word, in a very lamentable condition. 
Th»y sent for" the physician, who ex- 
pected 1 covild not live three days to an 
end. However, they resolved upon tlie 
letting of blood to prevent the coming 
of fuver, as often happens in such cases. 
I wns so confident that tho regular ale 
which I bad led had prevented the con- 
tracting of any ill humors that I op- 
posed their prescription. I ordered 
them to dress my bend, to sot my leg 


"Mother excellent habit of Covmiro's 
was that of making himself useful to 
his neighbors and the public. Hesajs. 
"I walk out in my gardens, along my 
walks and canals, wBere I always meet 
with some little thing or other to do, 
which at the same time employs and 
diverts me. I sometimes divert myself 
with a sport that agrees with me at 
mv ago, namely, in going out with 
a setting dog or with terriers. 
Some- 


times f walk to ray vi.la, whoso 
streets terminate at a. large square. 
Through this villa runs a river, and 
the country is enriched with truitlul 


i nnd well cultivated fields. This was 


not so anciently. 
U wa» a marshy 


1 place, more proper for frogs than 01 


men to dwell, f thought it .advisable 
to drain the land; so the air became 
more wholesome. 
Several families 


have settled there and rendered the 
place very populous, where, I may sa>. 
that I have dedicated to the Lord a 
church, altars ami hearts lo worship 
Him, which rcUection is a great com- 
fort to me. Sometimes I pay visits to 
friends in neighboring towns 
who 


procure me an acquaintance with the 
inirenious men of the place. 1 dis- 
course with them about architecture, 
painting, sculpture, mathematics and 
Wiculfure. f visit public buildings, 
palaces, gardens, antiquities, churches 
^fortifications. 
When I nm willing 


to be nlone, I read good books and 
sometimes fall a writing, 
seeking 


always an occasion of being useful to 
the public." In his eighty-third year, 
so sprightly was his mind and gay his 
humorrthat he composed a comedy for 
tho stage, which, ho says, "was divert- 
ing, without shocking the audience. 


The retention of all his powers to the 


last was certainly remarkable. 
In his 


ninetv-lifth year he records that he was 
healthful and brisk, slept well, relished 
all he ate and that none of his senses 
had failed; that he had still a lively 
fancy, a happy memory and a sound 
judgment; that his voice was more 
tuneful than ever, so that he could 
chant forth his morning office more 
easily than in his youth. He delighted 
in children. "I meet not oni y with 
two or three, but eleven grandchildren, 
the eldest of which is eighteen and the 
youngest two years old, all born o the 
same father and mother, all healthful, 
of eood parts and promising hopes. 
I

vouno-stcrs atid often make them sing 
and play upon musical instruments, 
and sometimes join in concert with 


JThoueh ha lived so much longer 
than the generally allotted years ol 
man, he knew that tho springs of life 
must sometime 
cease to (low. 


looked forward to his end as an^eyent 
through which he would pass without 
pain, and he was not disappointed. 
His grandaughter relates thnt, feeling 
that his last Hours were approaching, 
he disposed himself to leave this life 
with the piety of a Christian and the 
courage of a philosopher. He made 
his will nnd set all bis affairs in order; 
after which he received the last sacra- 
ment and expected death in a? elbow- 
chair. In short it may be said that, 
being in good health, having also his 
mini nnleye very brisk, a little faint- 
ing fit took him, which was instead of 
an agony, and mndo him fetch his last 
breath." 
As sometimes we have seen a wan 


dering cloud of mist dissolve away into 
the clear ether of the upper skies, so 
the life of this geninl, happy old man 
faded gently and peacefully away into 
another life, 


"Unmeasured by tbe flight of years." 


Ho died at Padua on the 2bth ol 


April, 1566, and wits buried in the 
Church of St. Anthony on the 6th of 
May following. His wife survived him 
for some years, reaching to a good old 


•e, and her death at last wns so tran- 
'ilthat, as the nun records it: "bne 


left this life without being perceived.

The steamer* began to come to 


York about 1B-1U. 
Dr. Dion yams 
ner, an eminent Knglish scientist had 
demonstrated to the satisfaction ol the 


o the absolute impossibility ol a 
crossing the Atlantic, on the as- 


sumption that uo vessel could carry coal 
enough for the trip. In the first clays of 
the steamers it took about three weeks to 
cross to London; in 1850 the tune was 
llfteen days- by 18UO it had been reduced 
to thirteen days; now the trip is some- 
times made in u lltUo less than seven 
davs 
The early Collins and Cunard 


steamers were from S.OOO to 2,500 tons in 
size; now the steamers plying.between 
here and Liverpool are from 0,000 to 1,WU 
tons capacity, and they are twice as long 
to proportion to their width as formerly. 
They arc the greyhounds of the ocean. 


The duys of tlie old packets and clip 


iwrs were the halcyon times of American 
shipping. The old time captuin was an 
autocrat. He was the absolute master of 
his vessel and of every man on board ot 
her
